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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: How is the first control data used with the second 
control data? This appears to be the crux of the invention yet it is not explained at all. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims attempt to describe some 
recalculation of a travel path but it never explained how the first calculated path is really 
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used. There is no explanation of what part of the first calculation is used in the second 
calculation and since the translation is lacking in clarity it cannot be deciphered how this 
invention works and what is actually being done. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for calculating a first control data set from the first 
computation step, does not reasonably provide enablement for how this first data set is 
used with the second data set. The specification does not enable any person skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to operate the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

7. The poor language precludes a meaningful search of the prior art since the 
scope of the invention is so unclear.
